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FOREWORD. 


The  following  compilation  has  been  gathered  during  a 
period  covering  thirty -five  years,  to  gratify  my  curiosity 
regarding  a  trait  of  determination  and  inclination  among 
many  of  the  descendants  of  Robert  Calef  to  state  facts 
regardless  of  consequences. 

That  it  should  ever  be  worthy  of  publication,  was 
beyond  the  limit  of  possibility  and  it  is  now  submitted  to 
those  interested  in  their  ancestor,  Robert  Calef,  in  the 
belief  that  they  will  feel  justly  proud  of  his  courageous 
stand  for  what  he  considered  the  right. 

To  those  experienced  in  gathering  material  for 
genealogy  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  explain  the  difficul¬ 
ties  encountered  in  an  endeavor  for  absolute  accuracy, 
therefore  it  is  hoped  that  errors,  ommissions  &c.,  be 
looked  upon  in  the  same  broad  and  charitable  spirit  that 
actuated  our  common  ancestor. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  some  one  with  the  in¬ 
clination,  and  greater  ability,  may  take  the  material  here 
gathered  and  compile  a  genealogy  of  the  Calef  clan  more 
complete  and  of  greater  accuracy.

1  ROBERT  CALEF,  Merchant  and  Clothier,  of  Boston 
and  Roxbury,  Mass.  Tradition  is  responsible  for  the  statement 
“That  he  was  undoubtedly  of  good  family,  born  in  England 
about  1648,  matriculating  from  one  of  the  English  Colleges,  but 
on  account  of  his  pronounced  friendliness  for  the  persecuted 
sect  known  as  Quakers,  he  became  so  unpopular  at  home  that 
he  was  obliged  to  seek  asylum  in  New  England.” 

The  earliest  mention  of  Calef  may  be  found  in  the  Boston 
Records  as  follows: 

(“Edward,  son  of  Robert  Calef  and  Mary  his  wife”) 
under  date  of  30  January  1688. 

He  was  brought  prominently  before  the  public  at  the  time 
of  the  “Witchcraft  Delusion”  in  1692,  when  he  championed  the 
cause  of  the  poor  wretches  accused  of  witchcraft,  and  was 
courageous  enough  to  oppose  the  Clergy  and  Magistracy,  (all 
powerful  at  the  time,)  with  saneness  and  common  sense.  His 
stand  for  justice  and  fairness  to  the  accused  brought  down 
upon  him  the  wrath  of  these  two  most  powerful  bodies,  causing 
his  removal  to  Roxbury,  where  his  fellow  citizens  did  him 
honor  by  electing  him  to  such  offices  as  were  within  their  power, 
indicative  that,  in  their  minds,  he  was  not  the  disreputable 
and  dangerous  character  the  ruling  faction  in  the  neighboring 
Town  of  Boston  accused  him  of  being. 

He  was  the  author  of  “More  Wonders  of  the  Invisible 
World,”  a  book  written  in  reply  to  Rev.  Cotton  Mather’s 
“Wonder’s  of  the  Invisible  World.” 

Calef  also  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only  Author 
whose  work  has  been  burned  (publicly)  upon  the  Campus  of 
Harvard  College. 

In  the  controversy  with  the  Rev.  Mather,  Calef  not  only 
proved  himself  an  antagonist  worthy  the  redoutable  clergy¬ 
man,  but  his  superior  in  logic  and  common  sense,  living  to  see 
at  least  one  of  his  persecutors  (Judge  Sewall)  recant,  and  the 
others  confounded  and  ridiculed  for  their  bigoted  opinions  and 
hysterical  proceedings.  The  long  drawn  out  controversy  as 
to  the  authorship  of  the  book,  (“More  Wonders  of  the  Invisible 
World,”)  would  now  seem  to  be  definitely  settled,  as  two  pre¬ 
sentation  copies  are  now  available,  both  bearing  the  signature 
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of  the  elder  Calef  as  author,  and  the  recent  discovery  of  a 
manuscript  in  the  possession  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical 
Society  known  to  be  in  the  handwriting  of  Mather  with  marginal 
notes  and  running  comments  in  another  hand,  identified  as  be¬ 
yond  doubt  as  Calef  s  (by  Worthington  Ford,  Esq.,  an  authority 
of  the  highest  standing.)  (See  pamphlet  of  the  Mass. 
Historical  Society,  Feb.  1914,  pp.  240-268. 

Calef  was  far  ahead  of  his  time,  with  courage  and  an  in¬ 
domitable  will  to  force  his  utterances  to  be  noticed  and  bring 
forth  a  reply.  Broad  minded,  the  enemy  of  bigotry  and 
superstition,  Robert  Calef  stands  out  as  the  one  sensible 
character  in  the  unfortunate  affair  which  is,  and  always  will 
be,  a  blot  upon  the  early  history  of  our  fair  Commonwealth. 

The  following  quotation  regarding  Robert  Calef  appears 
to  give  a  fairly  correct  estimate  of  his  character  and  what  he 
labored  for  at  a  time  when  the  good  and  pious  people  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony  lost  their  heads  and  inclined  to 
follow  the  fanatical  leadership  of  the  clergy  and  magistracy, 
until  led  back  to  calmer  reflection  by  Calef  and  some  of  his 
weak-kneed  followers,  who,  although  believing  Calef  to  be  in 
the  right,  owing  to  their  social  affiliations  failed  to  come 
out  openly  to  his  support  through  fear  of  losing  their  social 
standing,  but  secretly  assisted  him,  letting  him  take  the  whole 
responsibility  when  trouble  came. 

From  an  account  of  the  First  Parish  Church  of  Roxbury, 
Mass.,  by  Sherwin  Lawrence  Cook,  entitled  “An  Historic 
Church  Marches  On.” 

To  have  one  of  its  members  spoken  of  by  Andrew  D.  White 
in  his  History  of  the  Vvarfare  of  Science  with  Theology  as  on  a 
par  with  Montaigne,  Voltaire  and  Thomasius  in  his  efforts  for 
right  reason,  would  make  most  churches  proud  indeed,  but 
Robert  Calef,  who  achieved  this  distinction,  is  popularly  over¬ 
shadowed  by  Eliot  and  Warren  and  Roxbury  has  never,  as 
they  should,  made  him  one  of  her  heroes.  Yet  his  time  saw  no 
greater  American  colonist.  When  the  Rev.  Mr.  Noyes,  the 
pious  fanatic  pastor  of  Salem,  viewing  eight  bodies,  six  of 
whom  were  women,  all  hanged  for  witchcraft,  said,  “What  a 
sad  thing  it  is  to  see  eight  firebrands  of  Hell  hanging  there,” 
and  Cotton  Mather  was  hysterically  sending  forth  his  book, 
“Wonders  of  the  Invisible  World,”  Robert  Calef  stood  up  and 
was  counted  for  sanity  and  against  superstition.  It  was  this 
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quiet,  practical  shop-keeper  who  by  his  reply  to  Mather’s 
“Wonders  of  the  Invisible  World’’  led  New  England  back  to 
calmness  and  reason  and  struck  the  first  and  greatest  blow 
at  the  one  great  delusion  which  blots  the  history  of  the 
Puritan  days.  When  he  moved  to  Roxbury  he  became  a 
member  of  the  church  and  a  selectman  of  the  town,  bearing 
his  part  simply  and  apparently  forgetting  the  greatness  of 
his  efforts.  He  lies  buried  in  the  Eustis  Street  Burying 
Ground,  opposite  the  site  of  his  little  shop.
